The danger of getting overheated 
in a cold climate is well understood 
by the Indians of Alaska. A gov- 
ernment official there explains how 
carefully they guard against the 
danger of freezing to death in con- 
sequence of allowing themselves to 
become too warm. 

On the upper Yukon the old 
method of moose hunting in early 
Winter was for the Indians to go out 
on snowshoes after a heavy snow- 
fall in search of fresh trails. When 
one was found the swifiest runner 
of the party prepared himself to 
run down the moose. Stripped of 
all clothing except a shirt and 
breeches and carrying a light shot- 
gun loaded with ball, he started off 
after the animal, while the wemen 
and slower runners followed more 
leisurely. 


Sometimes a moose would run j 


eight or ten miles before being 
overtaken. The runner never stop- 
ped until he had overtaken and kill- 
ed it, and he never stopped then. 
The cold at that season is very in- 
tense. The hunter, heated with his 
long run, would quickly have frozen 


to death if he had stopped. For | 


that reason, after having killed the 
moose, he returned to camp at a 
run, leaving his followers, who were 
more thickly clothed than he and 
less heated, to cut up the carcass 
and drag it home. 

These Indians on the upper Yu- 
kon hunt other animals besides the 
mcose, and some of them are fear- 
tess hunters 

Black bears are found in all the 
land, except in the barren tundras 
bordering the arctic. coast. They 
are usually hunted with bows and 
arrows, but the bravest of the hunt- 
ers will attack them armed with 
nothing but a long bladed knife. 

In such a case the hunter wraps 


la blanket about his left arm and 


hand and with it thus protected 
thrusts it out for the bear to seize 
as it rises upon its haunches. Un- 
der the guard thus afforded the 
hunter is enabled to make a fatal 
thrust. 

Alaskan hunters need to be bold, 
for the peninsula boasts of having 
a species of bear considered to be 
the largest in the world. The skull 
of an old male looks as if the crea- 
ture belonged to the animal life of 
a former age, when beasts of gigan- 
tic size roamed the earth.—Los An- 
geles Times.

HORRORS OF WAR 


Remarks by lan Malcolm, M. P., Rep- 
resentative of the British Red Cross 
With the British Mission, Made In 
Washington, D. C, May 24, 1917, te 
Delegates From American Red Cross 
Chapters. 


In France and Flanders you come 
nearest still to the true agony of the 
situation. How can 1 deseribe it? 
| Th nk of the worst earthquaie, of the 
| worst floods that bave scourged and 
shocked you here at home, multiply 
the horror of your impressions a hun- 
dred fold, and you will come near to 
the horrors of the Marne and the Aisne, 
Multiply them a thousand fold and 
you will realize the ferocity of car- 
Mase at the battles of the Ancre and 


| the Somme. 


Mulilply them two thousand fold and 
that is the pitture of misery and pain 
aud death after the grent battles on 
the plains of Russia nnd in the monn- 
tains of Persia and the Caucasus. 
Think of the ruin by Hooda in Ilan- 
doer, with the stench of thousands of 
carcasses, human and animal, poisone 
{ng the ntmospuere for miles around 
for those who must stiy day and night 
Think of the dev: 
tion by üre in France, where vill 
and woods and broad pasture lands are 
wiped out of existence, not a 
a church nor a tree left 
there Were thou- 
sands of families living in a condition 
as prosperous and happy as anywhere 
ln the world. Then turn your minis 
to the picture of some great ensage- 
ment. Try to conceive long mehes 
of men writhing in torture from poi- 
gsonous gas or from liquid fume, of 
soldiers smashed and disfcured by 
shell wounds, their Incerations indo- 
scribable us their heroism is undauntod. 

Leave the trenches and retire behind 
the firing line with me, Here we ure 
on roads lined with men ou stretchers, 
some dead, scores mortally wounded, 
huudreds upon hundreds of casunlties 
in one or another degree of collipse 

fhe middie of the rondway is filled by 
dozeus of ambulances after every ae- 
tion. There is perhaps a mile length 
of hospital trains waiting in a siding 
to ounvey the wornd: a to base hos- 
pitals. And all this purgatory of pain 
is dopendent for relief upon the skill 
of ovr doctors, the tenderness of our 
uurses, the eficleney of our equipment, 
all of which means, and is depe 
upon, the generosity of the puliic. 

May 1 not take it for cranted that 
just as the fisshtiug manhood of the 
United States is svon to he with us in 
the trenches so you of the Red Cross, 
who have dene so much for us in the 
past, ure now enger to be mobilized in 
tbe allied army of mercy and of char- 
ity that is almost divine. I assume

The tale of victims to the “white flag 
crossed with red” is a long one. Medi. 
cal men, nurses, ambulances bearers 
and helpers have fallen by scores, 
sometimes under fire, sometimes strick- 
en by typhus. The representatives of 
the Russian Red Cross followed the 
advance guard into action at the at 
tack of Kheok-Tepe. Twelve of them 
paid for it with their lives; six were 
wounded. The Dutch on the outbreak 
of war with the sultan of Atchin sent 
a messenger to announce their inten- 
tion of adhering to the convention. The 
messenger was murdered. The Ital- 
ian Red Cross society during the Abys- 
sinian war escorted the wounded to 
Massaua through a savage and hos- 
tile country. At Abba Carima fifty 
surgeons of the Italian army were kill- 
ed or left for dead upon the field. Many 
fell under fire in the act of relieving 
the wounded; others were savagely 


| stoned to death by the Abyssinians.

THE TSIENTANG BORE. 


y Foaming, Roaring Wall of Water 





That Sweeps All Before It. 
In th 

| river, 
|; in China, 


e estuary of the Tsientang 
which enters Hangkow bay 
there is a remarkat 


head of the Bay of Fundy, the six- 
teen foot bore in the Amazon or 
the great bore of the Ganges. At 
every tide it rushes up the river, 
| dashing most violently against the 
about fifty miles, from Haining to 
Hangkow, by an embankment that 
was built more than 1,000 years 


go. 

“Die Wunder der Welt” says that 
the bore enters the pen gh river 
in the form of u great foaming, 
thundering wall of water from nine- 
iteen to thirty feet hizh, re 
Jeven greater heights during high 
winds or the full moon, and ad- 
vances for seventy to ei chty miles, 
diminishing as it progre: 3808, 

The spectacle is most striking. 
On still nights the approach of the 
bore, while it is vet more than a 
| mile away, i heralded by a roar like 
that of Niagara. As it advances 
the noise becomes louder, all ves- 
sels flee to, sheltered coves in search 
of safety, and not even great steam- 
ships dare to face the flood during 
its early stages, for it would over- 
whelm them or cast them on the 
shore. 

Finally the threatening torrent 
| arrives, leaping forward, milk white 
and roaring, with the swiftness 
a galloping horse—a wv ritable 
phoon of water, It cont intics up- 
stream until the level of ocean and 
river are the same; then it stoj 
and the volume of water that came 
up so speedily flows slowly down 
again. 

The outrushing river with its 
broad mouth and gradually n:rrow- 
ing banks is really responsible for 
the phenomenon. On the seacoast 
the tide rises thirteen feet or so. 
The outpouring water of the Tsicn- 
tang acts like a receding undertow 
}and, pushing in under the body of 
| the tidewater causes the top of the 
wave to topple over. More water 
flows down, and the performance is 
repeated unti! the great bore is 
| born and starts on its four hour 
journey up tlie river.

The tongue of the chameleon is 
wonderfully extensile and extensi- 
ble. A naturalist says: “By the for- 
mer word I mcan the distance it 
lean be thrown out of the mouth. 
| By the latter word its own elonga- 
į tion is inferred, for I am sure there 
is not space sufficient in the lower 
part of the mouth to accommodat 
the eight inch tonne wilich can bs 
thrown out unless it is greatly con- 
tracted again. We know that it lies 
“folded” in the mouth, but it folds 
into a very small space, and when 
I have held a chamelon’s month 
wide open to try to gct a sight of 
this remarkable member it lies so 
compactly in the loose lower lip 
that to see it is next to impossible.”
